New Bailiff Thought It Was Im- 
panelled to Vote, Not to 
Eat.’ 

Bailiff Velbracht of Judge Dunne- 
gan’s court in Alton is new ‘to the job. 
When he heard Judge Dunnegan tell a 
jury at the close of court Tuesday all 
the things it could not do during its 
deliberations on the case in hand, he 
somehow got the idea that the jury 
Was not to sliewp or gat unfil a verdict 
had been reached. 

’ Velbracht had his dinner, bar the jury 
had none. At 9 p. m. John Foreman, 
who, as it happened, also was foreman 
of the jury, announced that the 12 men 
were hungry. © Velibracht told him to 
see that they got busy balloting. 

‘At 10 p. m. Foreman announced with 
unmistakable determination that if the 
jury didn’t get something to eat it 
would break out of its quarters. Jury- 
men were leaning out of the windows, 
shouting at passersby to buy them 
something to eat before the restaurants 
closed. 

Velbracht was in.a quandary. Judge 
Dunnegan has no telephone, and he 
knew that before he could get to the 
Judge’s house for instructions and re- 
turn‘the jury would eseape. Finally he 
found Clerk Connor and explained his 
plight. After . gasping «severai.times, 
Connor directed that the jury be fed. 
The case was that wherein Allen 
Scroggins .was accused of an assault 
on 13-year-old Grace Whaley. hae jury 
could not agree. 


WOMAN JURORS ARGUE AN HOUR, 
‘THEN RETURN $10.50 VERDICT 


OLYMPIA, Wash., Dec. 14—A woman 
preacher, two women ‘ stenographers, 
one of’ whom is employed by Gov. Hay, 
the wife of a doctor and the wife of a 
former ,legislative candidate, compris- 
ing a jury in a justice court late last 
night decided, after one hour’s deliber- 
ation, that A. Koch, a milkman, was 
entitled to $10.50 damages because Fouts 
& Canfield, contractors, set off a blast 
in the street that causeq his team to 
run away. Their verdict is believed 
to be the first ever returned in the 
United States by a jury composed ex- 
clusively of women. 

After the last election, permitting 
women’s suffrage, the Governor issued 
a proclamation according to them the 
full privileges of citizenship, which in- 
cludes jury service.

Five Buildings Destroyed at 
Affton—Estimated Loss of 
$25,000. 


Miss Lily Pierce, an 18-year-old tele- 
phone operator at Affton, St. Louis 
County, stuck to her post when flames 
threatened to destroy the village, sent a 
call for help to the St. Louis Fire De- 
partment and the Old Orchard Volun- 
teer Department, and then summoned 
150 farmers from the region thereabouts 
to help fight the conflagration. She did 
not cease work until the walls of the 
telephone building were blistered. 

Affton is two miles west of the city 
limits at the intersection of the Gra- 
vois and Rock Hill roads. The fire de- 
stroyed five buildings, at a loss esti- 
mated by the residents at $25,000. Two 
men were injured, neither seriously. 

Woman and Children Escape. 

The first fire started in the attic 
of Philip Busch's home, on the south 
side of the Gravois road and in the 
center of the town. Mrs. Jennie 
Busch and her two children, Lillie, 6 
years old, and Leola, 2, were in the 
house, but escaped. The structure 
burned to the ground, with the fur- 
niture in it. 

Thence the flames leaped, driven 
by a stiff breeze, to Cooney Cap- 
piner’s. saloon on the east, and de- 
stroyed it, with the one-story cot- 
tage in which Cappiner lived, ad- 
joining the saloon, Some of the fur- 
aiture was saved there. 

East of Cappiner’s saloon was John 
Glabes’ hardware store, a two-story 
frame structure. It was destroyed, 
and sparks set afire Edward Meyer's 
butcher shop, adjoining on the east. 


é Farmers “Come to Help. 

Adolph Mehl’s home, a 14-room struc- 
‘ure built two years ago at a cost of 
$5000, stood across New Hampshire ave- 
nue, west of Busch’s home, also on the 
south side of the Gravois road. In try- 
ing to save furniture from it Mehl’s 
nands were burned. The most of the 
‘urniture was saved, but the house was 
destroyed. 

Fred W.°Ohlschlaeger, in trying to 
save harness from the stable back of 
Méhl s home, was burned about the face. 
fhe stable was saved. 


Local Telephone Co., which connects in 
St. Louis ‘with the Kinloch. She told 
each farmer she called to notify others 
on his line or in his neighborhood of the 
fire, so as to establish a kind of endless 
telephone chain, and thus in a remark- 
ably short time had a great - number of 
them in town. 

Farmers from the countryside flocked 
to. the town until the Gravois road was 
lined with their wagons, and joined the 
village bucket brigade in saving houses 
threatened by the flames. R. N. Par- 
ker of Gardenville started to help John 
Schneeberger get the furniture out of 
his home, which was being blistered 
by the heat. 

School Declares Recess. 

In carrying a cumbersome wardrobe 
down the stairs they got it wedged mid- 
way and ‘couldn’t budge it. The fire- 
men had arrived by that time and they 
ordered both men out of the house. 
Schneeberger and Parker had to jump 
from second-story windows. The exit 
was. blocked. 


The efforts of the firemen and of the

Crowd Cheers When Father 
Takes Her in His Arms 
and Walks Away. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
_ CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 14.—Hattie 


Le Blanc, the 17-yeareold girl who has 
been on trial for more than two weeks 
for the murder of Clarence Glover, is 
free. The jury brought in a verdict of 
not guilty today, after an hour’s delib- 
eration. 

When word came from the jury room 
that a verdict had been voted, a deputy 
sheriff was sent for the prisoner. Hat- 
tie walked into the courtroom with her 
arm around the matron of the Cam- 
bridge Jail. The girl was white to the 
lips, but walked steadily to her chair 
at the counsel table. 


The jurors filed into the box and took 
their places. A great crowd had gath- 
ered in the courtroom and the bailiff 
required some time to restore quiet. 
Then the clerk of the court read the 
acquittal. 

Cheered by Crowds,- 

Half fainting, Hattie broke into-tears. 
Her father, a stern old French-Can- 
adian, who had come all the way to 
Cambridge to testify to the good char- 
acter of the youngest of his 19 children, 
rose and stalked to Hattie’s side. He 
gathered her up in his arms and car- 
ried her to the street. As he made his 
way out of the courtroom the crowd 
sent up a cheer. 

The crowd was fairly swept off its 
feet by sympathy for the childish pris- 
oner and the uproar was deafening. 
Court officers and police tried in vain 
to quell the tumult and the demonstra- 
tion continved until it wore-itselt out. 

When quiet was.restored, Hattie was 
led to the Sheriff's private office in the 
Cambridge jail. As the girl crossed the 
street that separated the jail from the 
courthouse, she was cheered by the 
crowd. Everyone wanted to shake her 
hand. Hats were tossed up and cries, 
“Three cheers for Hattie Le Blanc,” 
were repeated until the doors of the jail 
closed behind the girl. 

Holds Reception in Jail. 

A~ few moments later Melvin John- 
son, chief counsel for the defense, 
crossed over to the jail, and he, too, 
was given an enthusiatsic reception. 

Johnson told the newspaper men that 
Hattie would receive them in the jail. 
With her were Sheriff Fairbain, Matron 
Warnock, Father Robertaille, the parish 
priest of West Arichat, and Father 
Reber, the pastor of the French Cath- 
olic Church at Waltham. Most of Hat- 
tie’s answers) to questions were inter- 
preted by one of the priests, although 
occasionally she spoke in broken’ En- 
glish. She said that she was delighted 
with the verdict and she expressed 
gratefulness to Mr. Johnson and the 
Judge and the jury. She said that she 
would remain with her friends in Massa- 
chusetts for a while and would then 
return with her father to West Arichat. 

.fter the adjournment of the court, 
Assistant District Attorney Wier called 
on Judge Bond and represented to him 
that now that Hattie was acquitted she 
ought to tell her story before the grand 
jury which meets in January, in order 
that the evidence might be used in the 
prosecution of some, other person. 

The Judge told Wier that there had 
not been enough evidence presented dur- 
ing the trial to convict any other per- 
son of the murder of Glover. 

After the newspaper men had left the 
jail, the members of the jury filed into 
the Siieriff’s office and each shook hands 
with Hattie, and all congratulated her 
Hattie tried to ex- 
press her gratitude to them, but her 
feelings overcame her and she broke 
down. Several of the jurymen wept. 

Instructions Helped Her. 

The acquittal was forecast in Judge 
Bond’s instructions to the jury. At one 
point the court turned to the 12 men 
and said: 

“You will be safer,’ gentlemen, to err 
in acquitting than to err by convict- 


ing.”” > 
Judge Bond finished his charge to the 


jury at 9:32. Hattie was informed by the 


Céurt that she might speak if she 
fiesired, and, facing the jury, with 
her arms folded, she said in a weak 
voice and with a strong French ac- 
cent: 

-“] did not do it. I want to go home 
with my_ father.” 

The case was given to the jury at 
9:45 a. m. |

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POLICEMAN KILLS 
NEGRO WHO RAD 
GUT While MAN 


Patrolman Fires on Black as 
He Runs After Resisting _ 
Arrest, —

Patrolman Edward McEviney of the 
Angelica Street Station killed a negro 
who was escaping him Tuesday after- 
noon after being arrested for stabbing 


a white man. The negro was Homer 
Brooks, 37 years old, of 2607 Sheridan 
avenue. 

Brooks was a driver for the William 
Luke Coal Co., 3922 North Broadway, 
and was loading his wagon from a car 
when he demanded that Joel Griffith of 
3506 North Ninth street, a yard man, 
help him. Griffith refused. The negro 
threw his left arm about Griffith's neck 
and stabbed him in the left breast with 
a pocket knife. 

Griffith called to another negro driver, 
who advised him, after examining the 
wound, to go to a dispensary. 

Negro Admits Stabbing. 

Griffith walked to the office, and 
met Brooks theré, weighing his coal. 

“You've stabbed me,” he said. 

“T guess I didn’t hurt you,” said the 
negro. 

Griffith bared the wound, and the 
negro. inspected it. 


“T didn’t mean to do that,” he said,. 


and drove off. 

On the way to the North End Dis- 
pensary with Patrolman McDonald, 
Griffith met Patrolman McEviney and 
told him of‘the stabbing. McEviney 
pressed a hardware wagon into service 
and drove west on’ Bremen avenue, in 
the direction Brooks had taken. At 
Fourteenth street he overhauled the 
coal..wagon and arrested the driver. 
Brooks admitted the stabbing. 

Walking to the Angelica Station, a 
short distance away, McEviney took a 
short cut through an alley with his 
prisoner.“ Mrs. Charles W. Rittenhouse 
of 417A North Ninth street was, stand- 
ing at her second-story kitchen door 
when she saw, in.the gathering dusk, a 
struggle between .the. policeman and the 
negro. Brooks ,broke away’ and ran 50 
feet, McEviney calling to him to halt. 
Then the policeman fired. 

Stab Wound Not Serious. 

The negro was running with his 
shoulders down, apparently experting 
the policeman’ to shoot. The bullet: hit 
him on the hip and ranged forward into 
the abdominal cavity. Brooks fell. 

McEviney ran up, assisted his prisoner 
to his feet and started walking to the 
station, half a block away. Again 
the negro fell, and an ambulance was 
called. He-died on’ the operating table 
at the North End Dispensary. 

Griffith’s wound in the meantime had 
been dressed at the dispensary and 
found not serious. He walked home. 

Lieut. Donnegan, in charge of the 
station, held McEviney blameless for 
the killing, and the policeman continued 
at work.

A 
bullet hit his horse in the eye, passed 
through his neck and lodged in the 
rider’s abdominal muscles. Another bul- 
let hit him in the wrist.' Brandon Is the 
champion middleweight wrestler of Mex- 
ico. 

Five insurrectos who ran out of am- 
munition and surrendered were bayon- 
etted. One of them, who had fainted 
from a bullet which grazed his temple, 
took fhe bayonet thrust in the rib 
and was left for dead, but during the 
night he recovered and escaped. He 
grinned as he told his story. When the 
correspondent related the tale to Gen. 
Navarro today the latter laughed heart- 
ily as if enjoying a joke on himeelf. 

Lasted Five Hours. 

The battle was indecisive in its re- 
sults. It began at ll a. m. and lasted 
until 4 p. m. and occurred at the vil- 
lage of Cerro Prieto, 100 miles west 
of Chihuahua, at the base of two low 
hills, nine miles east of here. Two 
hundred revolutionists had occupied the 
hills during the previous night. 

When Gen. Navarro, with 450 of his 
advance guard, passed east of the hills 
the -insurrectos opened fire, but did little 
damage, owing to the distance. 

Later, when the field pieces came up 
Navarro shelled them ‘from their post- 
tions. The revolutionists retreated slow- 
ly, firing from the shelter of adobs 
houses which ‘dot the mesa. At 4 
o'clock, their ammuoaition having run 
low, they took up a position at the 


base of a range of low mountains ~ 


miles southwest of Cerro Prieto. 

There was no fighting today, despite 
the prextmiity of the two forces, which 
in itself indicates a drawn battle, Their 
campfires can be seen from‘ here to- 
night and it was stated that by morn- 
ing there would be 400 more from west 
of here. :

“No personal Hability will attach to

They have power to fill 
vacancies or to add to their number and 
to employ all officials and to fix their 
compensation. Trustees shall be reim- 
bursed for all expenses incurred in con- 
nection with their duties as trustees, in- 
cluding traveling expenses, attending 
meetings, including expenses of wife or 
daughter to each annual meeting. The 
president shall be granted such honor- 
aria as the trustees think proper and 
as he can be prevailed upon to accept. 
“Lines of future actidn cannot be 
wisely laid down.

At the same 
time, he said, small business estab- 


lishments should not be treated too 
peremptorily by a sudden  require- 
ment to install expensive equipment. 


The big concerns, he said, should be 
brought into line at once and he was 
doing his best to that end. One plant, 
he said, was spending $5500 to abolish 
its smoke, and he estimated the total 
expenditure for this purpose made thus 
far -as $192,000. When this amount 
reached $250,000, he said, the city would 
begin to have a clearer atmosphere. 

Tells of Smokeless Stove. 

He diyided the smoke, according to 
source, a8 40 per cent due to power 
plants and 60 per cent to factories, 
Stores, railroads, residences and. apart- 
ment houses. He told of the invention 
of a smokeless coal stove, but when 
women asked him the maker’s name, 


phe said he was not at liberty to state 


it. 

He welcomed the aid of the women in 
reporting violations, as he said he was 
without deputies whom he could employ 
in smoke inspection work. He attrib- 
uted this to the economy measure which 
abolished the nine deputy smoke in- 
spectors’ jobs when the offices of smoke 
and boiler inspector were consolidated. 
He said he had induced 250 establish- 
ments, by more or less forcible suasion, 
to comply with the law and had prose- 
cuted seven cases, losing one.

He Wants to Preside Over 
Division No. 2, but Fisher” 
Gets It. 








Eleven judges of the Circuit Court of 
St. Louis had a weighty debate on their 
hands Wednesday. It occupied an hour 


or two of their time. The question Iwas 
whether Judge’ Fisher or Judge Grimm 


{should sit in Division No. 2 after Jan. 2. 


Judge Fisher won. 

Whether Judge Grimm wilH bring. an 
action of trespass or ask a mandamus 
from the Supreme Court or sue for an 
injunction or get a writ of certiorari,or 
move to quash Judge Fisher remains to 
be seen. He is indignant at the way the 
case went, and he said with some show 
of heat afterward that a rule had been 
flagrantly violated. 

is eg Annual Meeting. 

The judges meet every December to 
assign the different divisions. Judge 
Grimm hag been sitting on the Criminal 
bench at the Four Courts. Judge Fisher 
has been sitting in No. 2. His term 
expires with the end of this year, but 
he has been re-elected, and will begin 
serving again Jan. 2. 

The judges adopted a rule in 1908 that 
whenever a bench is vacated through 
the expiration of a term, or for any 
other réasgon, it shall go to the senior 
judge in service if.he wants it: :; 

Judge Grimm therefor® raised the 
technical point that between the expir- 
ation of Judge Fisher’s present term 
and the beginning of his next term, over 
Sunday, theré was a vacancy on that 
bench, and that he, as senior, was en- 
titled to it. The courtroom of Division 
No. 2 has been fixed up considerably, 
and is considered desirable. Besides, 
Judge Grimm used to sit there, and he 
says he is familiar with some of the 
cases pending. — 


Pleads His Cause, 
In a long letter addressed to the other 


judges, Judge Grimm said: ‘It is prob- 
able that I will bé.as happy in one room 
as in another, but this is not a mere 
question of comfort or happiness, It 
is a question whether the judges will 
solemnly adopt a rule and then violate 
it if for any reason it may not please 
them to respect it.’’ 

Judges Muench, Sale, Allen and Mc- 
Quillin voted with Judge Grimm, the 
others with Judge Fisher. Judge Hitch- 
cock was absent. There are 12 circuit 
judges. 

Judge Grimm was assigned to Division 
No: 5, where Judge Sale, defeated in the 
last election, is now sitting. Judge Tay- 
lor will take Judge Grimm’s place at the 
Four Courts. Judge McQuillen will pre- 
side over the Juvenile Court for six 
months.

His movements 
further frightened the horses and they 
tore east on Florissant avenue.

This caucus will 
pass on the method of appointing the 
majority members of the committees of 
the next House. It will also consider 
the revision of the tariff. It will be

Committee. 

Third, the unofficial Ways and Means 
Committee will meet and determine oni 
some plan of getting information for 
the revision of the tariff. Tis commit- 
tee will probably decide to go to work 
immediately on the adjournment of 
tariff bill which will be ready for the 
opening of Congress in December. 
Congress getting data together for the 

Clark Seems Sure of Election. 

This program has the approval of the 
leaders and there is little prospect’ of 
tt failing with the majority of the mem- 
bers. As soon as the consensus of opin- 
ion is discovered, Chairman Henry D. 
Clayton of Alabama will call the first 
caucus, This will probably be held on 
briday night. The conference at which 
the program was agreed to was held un- 
der the auspices of Champ Clark, whos 
election to the speakership is now prac.

Professed Conversion and 
Then Stole From Salvation 
* Army Officers. 


A post card picture, taken with a young 
to the arrest of Robert 
Thurston, confessed burglar, who robbed 
the Salvation Army officers who were 
trying to reform him. 

Thurston, who is known as Gypsy 
Bob, is the most ornately tattooed con- 
vict known to Bertillon experts in the 
United States. He is $1 years old and 
says that he has been in prisons most 
of the time since he was 16. 

Three weeks ago at the Salvation 
Army Industrial Mission, 18 South Third 
street, he artnounced his conversion and 
was .sent to the East St. Louis barracks 
to serve as cook. The Salvation Army 
officers there were deeply interested in 
his professions of reform. 

Recognised From Post Card. 

Four days later he disappeared and 
with him went $50 and a gold watch 
belonging to Mrs. Jennie Alexander, 
wife of the commandant. 

A circular sent out by the Hast &t. 
Louis police and a post card picture of 
Thurston, taken in company with a 
young woman, came into the hands of 
St. Louis detectives. They at oneoe rec- 
ognized the picture. 

Detective Edward “Schenk arrested 
Thurston at Fifteenth and ‘Market 
Several pictures 
of him were found in the rogue’s gal- 
lery and with them was a_statemant 
that Thurston is wanted in Indianapolis, 
where he escaped from the city hospital 
while under indictment for burglary. 

Sentenced First When 16, 

He is anxious to go back to East St. 
Louis for trial on the Salvation Army 
theft charge. Thurston was first sent to 
prison in New York when he was 16 
years old. He also has served time in 
Sing Sing and at, Jefferson City. 

‘His term in thé Missouri penitentiary 
followed his conviction of highway rob- 
bery in St. Louis two years ago. Thurs- 
ton has stars tattooed on his forehead 
and on the lobes of his ears and almost 
his entire body is covered with weird 
designs in India ink. 

Thurston says that he worked all last 
week at the Elks’ charity circus and 
that many policemen stopped to com- 
ment on his wonderful tattoo marks, but 
did net recognize him as the man whose 
arreat had been ordered.

Miss Tomlin was 
especially effective in this offering, her 
comedy work being so genuinely true 
as to signalize her possession of ingenue 
gifts of undeniable sincerity.

Under the leadership of Speaker Rom- 
bauer, who left his rostrum to deliver 
speech characterizing the contentions of 
his opponents as “damn bunkum,” 17 
members of the House of Delegates 
passed a bill imposing on the. city the 
damages resulting to abutting property

tempting to have the House adopt an- 
other bill requiring the rallroad to pay 
the whole expense of abolishing the 
crossing. 

Delegate Igoe, who made the minority 
report in favor of the bill relieving the 
city of the damages, and Delegate Ho!l- 
liday spoke against what they declared 
would be the setting of a dangerous pre- 
cedent. Both reminded the House of the 
Supreme Court decisions holding that it 
is the duty as well as the right of a mu- 
nicipality to compel railroads to bear 
all the costs of eliminating grade cross- 
ings. 

It was this reference to the Supreme 
Court against which Speaker Rombauer 
directed his sarcasm and profanity. 
| Quotes From Roosevelt. 

“Tt was Mr. Roosevelt who, I believe, 
remarked to Mr. Harriman, ‘We are 
practical men,’” said Speaker Rom- 
bauer. “Roosevelt is the most modern 
and radical Republican, yet-the New 
York convention, controlled by him, 
conceded that it was the proper, decent 


and. dignified thing to divide with the 


railroads the expense of eliminating 
grade crossings. 

“T have heard more damn buncome 
about Supreme Court decisions than I 
ever expected to hear from men who 
pretend to be lawyers. The oply thing 
these decisions declare is that a State 
or a city has the right to compel rall- 
roads to pay all the cost of Mado tts. 
their grades. 

‘"‘We have the right te charge a base- 
ball park a license of $2000 a year, or 4 
theater $1000 a year. We can just as 


the railroads. In cities in which this 
policy of following the Supreme Court’s 
decisions has been adopted, not one 
grade crossing has been abolished. 

“Tf you men think it is proper to put 
th» expense wholly on the raffroads 
vote that way, but don’t try to shield 
yourselves behind a court decision which 
doesn't exist.” 

HolMday Fears Precedent. 

Delegate Holliday said that the elimi- 
nation of grade crossings was recog- 
nized as necessary by the railroads 
themselves. Modern construction of 


‘railroads, he said, forbade any such 


obstacles. The city could not afford to 
waive its rights and establish a prece- 
dent that would be flaunted in its face 
every time ‘hat an attempt was made to 
elimthate a dangerous crossing. 

“It will be a sorry day for 8t. Louis,” 
said Holliday, “if this House votes to 
Lurden the city with any part of the 
expense of removing a menace which 
the railroads alone have created.” 

Delegate Jacabs, who has heretofore 
posed as an exponent of the doctrine 
that the grade crossings should be abo) 
ished at the expense of the railroads, 
was warm in his defense of the oppo- 
site policy. 

“I don’t want the rails greased with 
human blood any longer,” he declared. 
“TIT am not sacrificing any principle and 
wouldn’t think of it. I'd rather let the 
trains continue to cut «ff people's legs 
and run off their arms than sacrifice 
principle, but I believe we ought not 
put a hardship on the railroads,”’ 

‘Does anyone else wish to be heard 
on this biji?” asked Speaker Rombauer, 
solemnly. 

‘Yes, I'd like to know what the dele- 
gate from the Tenth Ward means by 
running off people’s arms,” Delegate 
Gallagher inquired. Speaker Rombauer 
couldn’t tell him and Jacobs didn’t. 


Bill te Await Council Action. 

The bill assessing all the consequen- 
tial damages against the city will be 
held in the House of Delegates until 
the Council has either passed or re- 
jected the one adopted by the delegates. 
In the event the Council fails to accept 
this measure, the House will pass its 
minority ill. 

Atthough preferring the bill just 

Speaker Rombauer says he will 
vote for the alternative ordinance rather 
than let the present Assembly adjourn 
without having legislated the crossing 
out of existefice.

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THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The simple fact is that the smoke nuisance is 
1s7s.;abatable. Popular indifference and official neg- 
lect are the cause of ita continuance. There gre 
thousands of offenders in St. Louis. The soft- 
coal heater in the residence contributes its share 
to the great pall as surely as the Terminal’s 60 
yard engines or the stacks of the brick kilns. 

If St. Louis has decided that the smoke 
nuisance shall be abated, enforcement of the law 
against the great offenders will not be enough. 
Householders must look to their-own heaters. 
Apartment builders must stipulate for smokeless 
furnaces. The aroused women must campaign 
not only against the factories and the railroads, 
but against each other. There must be not only 
ar expression showing unanimous sentiment, but 
a practical determination not to offend. 

And the law should be enforced. The Termi- 
nal, as a capital performer in smoke creation, 
must get within’ the exculpatory provision of the 
law by showing that smoke cannot be prevented, 
or suffer the penalty. -Of course, the Terminal 
cannot prove conclusively the impossibility — of 
avoiding smoke because in the end there is elec- 
trification, a remedy of obvious and proved effi- 
cacy. #lectrification, despite original invest- 
ment, is an economy and has been so demon- 
strated. _ 

As to factories, if smoke-consuming devices are 
as futile as perpetua] motion machines, automatic 
stokers and underfeed furnaces are a smokeless 
and money-saving reality. It might cost some- 
thing to have a smokeless, sulphurless and un- 
poisoned atmosphere. “But it costs millions to 
fill the atmosphere with smoke. Soot, cinders 
and grime destroy merchandise, property and 
equanimity. Soot and smoke are wasted fuel. A 
smokeless atmosphere in an industrial city may 
be millennial in ambition, but to say it cannot 
be attained is a confession of helplessness which 
St. Loufs will not make. ‘Smokelessness would 
be an invaluable urban asset. 

Whether the city shall pay the consequential 
damages incidental: to the abolishment of the 
Chouteau avenue grade crossing of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad is a question now up to the 
Council. The House of Delegates was effectively 
intimidated by the railroad’s threat to contest 
ip case it was charged with the whole cost of 
this improvement. The railroads have made the 
grade crossings. The railroads should ‘be com- 
pelled to abolish them at their own expense. That 
ie what the United States Supreme Court has 
said. 
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SENATORS BY DIRECT VOTE. 

Senators Borah of Idaho and Rayner of Mary- 
land, a majority of the subcommittee, by whose 
report the Judiciary Committee of the Senate 
promised to abide, will report favorably the con- 
stitutional amendment resolution to elect sena- 
tors by direct vote. If the insurgents join with 
the Democrats in the Senate, the resolution can 
be carried. 

Three times in 15 years the House has passed 
such a resolutién, only to have it killed in the 
Senate. Concurrence by the Senate now would 
greatly simplify the situation and remove all 
necessity for invoking the cumbersome alterna- 
tive plan of petition by two-thirds of the states 
for a convention. 

Much of the unpopularity of the Senate would 
be destroyed by graceful surrender to the prac- 
tically unanimous public demand that senators 
be elected directly by the people. — 
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The Secretary of Agriculture is conducting ex- 
tensive experiments with a view to perfgcting 
a recipe for Welsh rarebit. Eventually the Sec- 
retary may become of great service besides muss- 
ing around political meetings telling the farmers 
to stand pat. 
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A BRAVE WOMAN. 

The day of heroes is not done, but in our haste 
we sometimes do not distribute our praises fair- 
ly. The populace will rise and acclaim Dr. Har- 
vey Washington Wiley, who at the age of 66 
gives up his pleasant bachelor life and marries 
a suffragist. The many years that he spent in 
not studying the art of matrimony smite him 
now, the cafes call him, the clubs allure, but does 
he falter? He does not. He is marching blithe- 
le to the altar. 

But what of the suffragist? She is showing 
the higher courage. Here is a woman whuse 
brief’ years have been filled with the affairs of 
the Elizabeth Cady Stanton Suffrage Society, 
public libraries and similar things, coolly under- 
taking to cater to the palate of the most notori- 
ous grumbler about food the world has éver 
seen.

Horse-Shoeing Rules. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I heartily commend your editorial headed 
“Keep Your Horseé Well Shod.” In order to do 
this it requires horseshoers and the co-operation 
of the Horseshoers’ Union, to which practically all 
the journeymen horseshoers in St. Louis belong. 
The St. Louis Transfer Co. operates one horse- 
shoeing shop in East St. Louis and one in St. 
Louis and does ull its own shoeing, taking no out- 
side work., On Saturday, Dec. 8, realizing that a 
storm was imminent, I gave orders that both our 
herseshoeing shops should work on Sunday, Dec. 
4. to properly prepare the horses for the slippery 
streets that were sure to come in the early part 
of the week.’ Our journeymen horseshoers were 
willing and eager to work on Bunday, as we paid 
them for this work the regular union scale for 
such time, After the men were so notified and 
had agreed to work on Sunday orders were re- 
ceived from the union officials that no work could 
be done in our shops on that day, as there was no 
ice-on the streets; some ruling of the Horseshoers’ 
Union being interpreted by their officials to the 
effect that no horseshoer could work on a Sunday 
until the streets were actually in an icy condl- 
tion. You will thus see how difficult it is for the 
team owner with the most humane feelings to 
make any preparation for bad weather under a 
ruling of this kind. 

With the substitution of smooth wooden blocks 
or asphalt paving for the granite blocks in the 
business portions of the city .the Street Depart- 
ment should exercise the highest degree of care in 
seeing that these smooth and slippery streets are 
properly sanded and cared for during bad weather. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co., in an endeavor to 
secure the greatest efficiency from the teams, tries 
to keep its horses at all times properly shod, but 
in the light of the ruling of the union officials 
before mentioned, this is not possible until the 
streets resemble skating rinks.

WHAT THE WORLD GROWS, 
From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

In the latest issue of the bulletins of 
the International Instityte of Agricul- 
ture at Rome is an article of Luigi 
Einaudi, professor of political economy 
in the University of Turin, which de- 
clares as an “histurical event’ 
first importance the invention of the 
“single numerical statement” in agricul- 
tural returns by David Labin, “that 
strange man of genius.” Lubin is the 
wealthy Californian who went the world 
over trying to establish an international 
pureau of agriculture, and finally found 
a willing ear in the present King of 
Italy, who gave funds for the purpose. 

The institute is now In operation. It 
has hardly been at work a year, but al- 
ready it has achieved notable results. 
The idea is first to collect as nearly as 
possible statistics of the agricultural 
yiel4 of the whole world, and to issue 
them tn tables of percentage as applied 
to the previous year, so that the whole 


| world may. know on what it has to feed. 


The institute has just issued Its state- 
ment on wheat and finds that, although 
some nations have not yet reported, the 
yield for the current year is consider- 
ably larger than last. By next year it 
hope@ to issue monthly tables which will 
show the condition of growing crops.

A dry weather map in the Southwest 
gave the wheat bulls the advantage in 
Wednesday’s speculation. Trading was 
quiet and professional. At times the 
pit was deserted. 

Liverpool wheat was quiet but steady, 
on the continued firmness in America, 
steady market in’ susrios Ayres and a 
fair continental inquiry. Spot markets 
were quiet and about unchanged. Ad- 
vices from Russia continue favorable and 
stocks liberal. Corn cables were steady, 
in sympathy with wheat. 

Bartlett-Frazier says: “Actual ship- 
ments from the new Argentine crop 
will begin to show up within two weeks 
and offerings indicate that exports will 
be liberal. 
shipments during January were 3,024,000 
bu, and in 1908 they were 3,424,000 bu, 

The present crop will furnish as much 
or more next month. The Russian ship- 
ments since harvest have been upon @ 
scale that rendered Europe independent 
of the United States and Canada, and 
now Argentine is ready to take up the 
running. @ur prices must go to @ 
parity with our foreign competitors be- 
fore we can make any headway in re- 
ducing our wheat surplus.. 

The movement of wheat in the North- 
west is liberal again; the same may be 
said of the Southwest,-where the ship- 
ments are small. Minneapolis reported 
347 cars of wheat received today, against 
265 last week, and 356 last year. Du- 
luth receivei 71 cars, last week 107, last 
year 38. Winnipeg received 204 cars 
against 228 last week and 184 last year. 
Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 
334,000 bu in four days, against a de- 
crease for the same period a year ago 
of 225,000 bu. Kansas City received 91,- 
200 bu, against 25;200 bu last year; Chi- 
cago, 30,000 bu, against 19,200 bu last 
year, and St. Louis, 42,900 bu, against 
34,109 bu last year. Total primary wheat 
receipts today were 723,733 bu, against 
670,314 bu last year.: Shipments were 
only 231,340 bu, against 373,218 bu last 
year.

M. J. Loewenstein, general manager 
of the Star, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday: “The United Press 
} service was cut off after due notice, 
‘tana for the reason that it was duplicated 
iby other telegraphic service and was 

not needed. The contract was not vio-
